Robert Smalls 


e May 12th, 1862 he sneaks a steamboat 
with 17 enslaved persons aboard to 
lowers loynee 


e Fights in the Civil War, and 
promoted to Captain. 


e Becomes one of the first black 
Congressmen of South Carolina after
